propose to continue recruiting until 
Agninaldo is captured," said Secre- 
tary Root when asked if the pro- 
visional army of 86,000 men would be 
enlisted. 


June 23 orders were given to recruit 


10 regiments, but administration offi- 
cials denied it was their intention to 
continue recruiting until the army 
reached its maximum strength of 100, • 
000 men. 


August 5, when the 10 new regi- 


ments were more than two-third* full, 
there was unmistakable evidencevthat 
preparations were being made to con- 
tinue the recruiting until the last man 
authorized by law was armed ana 
ready to go to the front. In spite of 
this the administration asserted vigor- 
ously that there was no intention of 
enlisting more than 10 regiments. 
General Oorbin himself said there was 
no foundation for the story. 


The fact is, it has been the intention 


of the administration to recruit the 
army of 100,000 men since June & 
Secretary Root has confirmed this, 
while the secretary did jiot admit it 
in so many words, President MoKinley 
will 
call upon Congress for more 


troops it 100,000 men are not enough 
to subdue Agninaldo, deal with the 
situation in Cuba, Porto Rico, Ha- 
waii, Guam and garrison this country.

Alexander Taylor, a widow 86 year* of 
age, was Saturday evening, for the 
second time, prepared for burial. She 
had been gradually dying for some 
time from consumption, and on Wed- 
nesday morning became nnconsoiou*. 
A doctor wai called and ptononnoed 
her dead. Funeral preparation* were 
begun. 


About midnight her friend* iwere 


astounded to see Mr*. Taylor move a 
ask for water.

favorite niece, who lives in Iowa, be 


immoned at once to receive a message 


from her mother, who ha* been dead 
several years. Mr*. Taylor *aid her 
spirit wa* disembodied and soared 
through space till a brilliant and 
beautiful grove wa* reached. Here 
angels were flying about, guarding 
what seemed the entrance to heaven. 
She was refused admittance, but was 
allowed to converse at a short distance 
with her husband, who died last 
winter, and with her sister, the mother 
of the. favorite niece. Saturday *he 
became unncousoiooji again and this 
time was declared to be dead without 
doubt Just before she died Mrs. Tay- 
lor again had the vision brighter and 
more vivid than before. She told it 
calmly but ecstatically to the sobbing 
family about her deathbed. She said 
she felt her soul disembodied, and 
wafted through boundless space. Then 
she approached a va*t walled city, 
shining and surprisingly beautiful 
On her approach the gate* opened, and 
she law her huaCand beckoning. Then 
she saw her sister and her playmate* 
of years ago. 


The central figure wa* the King of 


Glory. She pleaded to go in, bat was 
waved back and told "not yet; not 
yet Go back to earth and reveal what 
yon have *een." 


Shortly afterward Mrs. Taylor died.

Robinson, who escaped to the timber 
lands in the bottoms of Cedar Creek 
and are being searched for by a 
sheriff's posse, and the fifth, William 
Work, is dying from an assault by a 
negro. 


Police Officers Albert P. Raw Una 


and Charles A. Daniels fought their 
duel with 46-oallber pistols. Bawlins 
was shot directly through the heart, 
and also through the *ody from the 
right side, and died in five minutes. 
Danielf was shot in the upper part of 
the abdomen, the ball coming out at 
the center of tbe back, close to the 
spine. He wa§ pronounced dead in 
about an hour. Although 19 shots wer* 
nred tbe three mentioned were all that 
took effect 
. 


The duel took place at the Intersec- 


tion of Main and Poydras streets, and 
wildly fired bullets shattered tbe large 
plate-glass windows in the American 
National bank and in the wholesale 
store of Kneple, Jeweler. The cause . 
of the tragedy to not clearly known. 
Rawliu* had been on the police force 
tor 11 years Monday. Daniels was for- 
merly on the regular force, bat was 
discharged about three years ago. 
Since then he has been a special polios- 
man, doing watchman's duty at the 
American National bant He has fre- 
quently expressed the opinion that the 
influence of Rawlins and his friends 
was behind his being discharged from 
the regular police service. His state- 
ments reached the ears of Bawlins, and 
111 feolingj resulted, but no one con- 
sidered it of a serious character. Raw 
lius was off duty Saturday night and 
got considerably under the influeao* 
of liquor. He and a hack driver wen 
standing at Main and Poydras streets. 
Rawlins saw Daniels on tbs sidewalk 
opposlted him, and said, loudly to the 
hack driver: "There's the cowardly

A FOX THAT COST $5,000. 


H»w tbe Law Beo-nrdi the Otrnev- 


•hlp of Wild H*«««»— Some 


Hated Precedent*. 


In the latter part of the last century 


fosus were ?fery abundant on Long 
lelond. A ruin named Post organized 
a fox hunt one day, and wit.h a com- 
pany of zneu with dogs, started a fox, 
and all were, soon in futf'pursuit, the 
fox of course running at the top of his 
speed. 


A schoolmaster named. Pier-son, re- 


turning from his daily toll, met the 
fox "head and head," and saw him run 
into a dry water hole. Taking a rail 
from a neighboring fence he attacked 
the fox, killed it and, throwing it over 
bis shoulder, started for home. 


Just at that moment Post, with his 


retinue of men and doge, rode up and 
demanded the animal, a demand thai 
was promptly refuted. 


"We were chasing that fox and going 


to kill it," said Poet. 


"I chased that fox and did Mil IV 


retorted Pierson. 


Threats and arguments only made 


the determination of each party still 
etronger, Post declaring he would have 
the fox, cost what it might, and Fierson 
declaring he would keep that fox or 
know the reason -why. 


Post lost no time, in commencing a 


lawsuit in a justice court. There he 
won the day, and the fox, but that wae 
only a beginning. 
The case was 


promptly appealed and w^nt through 
court after court, up to the highest 
tribunal of the state. The best counsel 
were retained on both sides, and what 
with lawyers' fees, traveling expenses 
and costs-of courts, the expenditures 
are said to have reached $5,000. In the 
court of last resort Pierson won the 
case, but the court was not unanimous. 


Wild animals, said the decision, are 


the property of no man. They become 
the property of the first person whb 
captures them and reduces them to 
possession. If, after being captured, 
tbey escape, they at once resume their 
original condition and become the prop- 
erty of the flrat one who again reduces 
them to possession. 


This cose has always been, cited as A 


precedent since that time. A sports- 
man shot a quail which fell to the 
ground wounded, but ran away. An- 
other sportsman pursued and caught 
it, and the courts decided It wa* his 
by the same rule as in the fox case. 


A hunter shot a wild goose. The bird 


fell into the water and swam away. A 
man having a boat pursued and cap- 
tured it. The goose was claimed by 
him, and the courts made his claim 
good. 


A large whale was seen off the shore 


of Long Inland about 80 years ago. 
Several boats manned by eager whale- 
men were soon in swift pursuit. The 
whale was "struck" with harpoons. It 
was also "lanced," and the spurting of 
blood was sure evidence to •whalemen 
that the creature was mortally wound- 
ed. As night was coming On and a 
high wind blowing, the whalemen cut 
loose. 


Three days later the dead whale 


drifted on shore many miles distant, 
and was taken possession of by parties 
who discovered it. The whalemen who 
had watched the beach In expectation 
of its drifting ashore at once claimed 
it as their property, and commenced a 
euit in the supreme court for its value, 
$3,000. The jury, by direction of the 
court, gave a verdict for tho defendant. 
The case was appealed to general term 
and the verdict affirmed, and the case 
of Pierson versus Post was cited as 
authority.—Chicago Times-Herald.

they have seen and talked ,to a cannibal 
on 'his native heath.' Yet I have dona 
to, and the occasion was one of interest 
to me and one I will never forge*" 


The speaker was Father Galligan, the 


well-known pastor of St. Patrick's 
church on the West side, and he wa* 
talking to a few of hia Mend* on the 
subject of his travels in lands strange 
to the ordinary run of tourists. 


"My cannibal," resumed Father Gal- 


Ugan, "lived on one of the islands of 
the Tonga group, down In the South 
Pacific. I bad been making a tour oi 
that little-known section of the world, 
and while on one of the larger islands 
of the group stopped at the house of a 
priest, a simple, noble-hearted man, 
who had devoted hia entire life to mis- 
sion work among the natives. 


"After 1 had been there a few days, 


I said to him: 'I understand these peo- 
ple practice cannibalism, and I havo 
always had a. strong curiosity to see 
and talk to a man who has eaten hu- 
man flesh. Can you arrange it for me?" 


"He smiled in answer to my question 


and then told me that he bad lived there 
40 years; that all the natives were civil- 
ized and Christians, and that there had 
not been a case of cannibalism on the 
(aland* in hnlf a century. 'However,' 
he continued, 'there are o few old men 
here who practiced cannibalism in their 
younger days, and I will send for one 
of them.' 
"In ft few minutes a tall and stately 


looking old man entered the bouse and 
saluted us. 'This is a former cannibal," 
said my host, 'Wt he only talks his na- 
tive language.' 
" 'Ask him if he has ever eaten human 


flesh,' I said. 
"'Yes, frequently, when I wa* a 


young man,' was the reply. 
" 'Did you ever eat white men ?' 
, < 
" 'Yes, several times.' 
" 'And people of your own color?' 
" *Y«8, when we made war we ateour 


captives if we were victorious. If not, 
they ate us.' 
" 'Which tasted the be*t, white man 


or black?' 
" 'Black man much the nicest; white 


man too salty.' 


"I had learned something, and that 


was the relative taste of black and 
white men's flesh," said Father Galli- 
gan. 
"Whether it holds good generally, 


though, I don't know. Tbe few white 
men whom the old native had eaten 
had all been sailors, living for months 
and years on salted meats, and that 
probably accounted for the difference. 
But those day* have passed in the is- 
lands, and when you read tale* of can- 
nibalism from those sections now you 
may eet it down as sheer romance."—

It is not often that men desire that 


a life mru,k be taken of their features; 
they prefer to wait till after death be- 
fore underpoing such an ordeal. Yet 
several residents of Chicago have passed 
through this unpleasant process, and 
their masks adorn their parlor or of- 
fices. 
Musks from life are taken al- 


mofct precisely in the same i\ay as after 
death, have that much greater care has 
to be used, as the subject's life hangs, 
en n very thin thread, or to be'more 
prerise, two small quills. It requires 
a great deal of nerve and patience to 
undergo, the sensation being most dis- 
dgiecable. When a mask from life is 
about to be secured the subject recline!: 
on a long table and towels are placed 
around bib neck and forehead to pre- 
vent the platter g-oung where not in- 
tended. The face is fclightly greased. 
but not enough to fill the pores of the 
skin. Care has to be ebpecially taken 
with the cyelabhes, as otherwise, in 
the subsequent operations, these arc 
likely to be pulled oil. A small quill is 
now inserted in either nostril to allow 
the subject to breathe through an.1 cot 
ton wool lightly pressed around the 
base to keep the liquid plaster from in- 
truding. A pair of sciRbors in alwayt 
kept haiwJy so as to b; able to cut oil 
the tops, of the quills should £y anj 
chance the plaster splash up and coiei 
them. 


All being- ready the plaster ia care- 


fUjlly poured o^ver the features. 
The 


following operations have then to be 
performed with skill and celerity: Di- 
rectly the piaster lightly covffrs the 
face a small but strong thread is laicl 
on either cheek running from the top 
of the head down to the neck and 
pressed into the plaster until it almost 
touches the skin. Additional plaster ie 
now placed on until the whole is about 
jsn inch in thickness. Ere this has 
quite set the beforementioned threads 
are pulled up through the mold so aa to 
cut the plaster, otherwise it would be 
Impossible to remove it from the face. 
The subject whose mask is being taken 
(s now having a lively time. The plas- 
ter presses and burns his cheeks. He 
thinks of all the horrible things that 
might happen should those two little 
quills get choked. Not a sound of the 
outer w orld can he hear save some In- 
di^tinct rumbling and the thud, thud 
of his beating heart almost deafens him. 
Hours seem to pass and he is powerless 
to know what is going on. He lieb help- 
lessly there aid, perhaps, out of 
curiosity, tries to raise ap eyelid. That 
settles him, aa by this time the plaster 
has hardened and holds the lid In an 
Immovable grip. A sickly sensation 
comes over him—he feels paralyzed 
and unconsciously gives a long groan, 
this, by the way, can only come 
through the quills in his nostrils, and it 
naturally alarms the operator, who Im- 
mediately shouts as loudly as he can 
to know if anything is the matter. The 
subject is just able to hear his voice 
and so raises his hand, a prearranged 
signal that "all's well." 


The plaster, through being mixed 


with warm water, quickly hardens and 
tn the course of about^flve minutes the 
mold is strong enough* to be taken off.

Saturday was a long and tedious day with 


the members of the board of ta» review, but 
they managed to do a great deal of work 
before night come on. 
The day was set 


aside for hearing citizens of the outside 
townships and the various insurance agent? 
of Dectui and other towns in tho county. 
The hearing of the propeity owners who 
were notified to come before the board took 
up the greater part of the forenoon. 
In 


most of the cases neighbors had complained 
that certain persons were assessed too low 
and these persons were allowed to toll why 
their assessment should not be raised. 
In 


neatly all df these caws no decision was 
reached, but tha matters were taken under 
advisement by the mtnbers of the board. 


The adding to tho assessors' schedules of 


certain insurance companies is partially the 
result of a misunderstanding of the law 
which the agents have entertained. Few of 
them knew that the foreign companies 
which they represented could be taxed lor 
local improvements and this is the reason 
whj many of them did not give in their list 
of companies when the assessor called. 
A 


few days ago tho board notified all agents 
in the county that they would hove to flic a 
complete list with the board and even after 
receiving these notices several of tho agents 
thought that the members of tho board 
were not onto their job. 
Communications 


were recehed from a number of them stating 
that the law exempted the companies ttoy 
represent from paying a local improvement 
tax. 
In these cases the agents were told to 


appear and have the law explained to them 
and when this was done on Saturday all of 
the ugents prusent unhestitatingly submit- 
ted their lists. 
The law specifies that this 


year the foreign insurance companies shall 
be taxed for local improvements, but that 
this is tho last year in which an assessment 
of this kind can bo made. 
The agents 


thought that they were exempt this year, 
and hence their mistake. There yet remain 
a few agents who have not handed in their 
lists. They will bo given until next Satur- 
day to file them with the board and if they 
are not submitted by that time the mem- 
bers of the board will deal vuth them as 
the law directs. Tho members of tho review 
board will endeavor to learn from outside 
parties what companies these agents have 
and the amount of business they do if the 
agents do not submit their lists. 
The lists 


submitted yesterday will be of consider- 
able interest to the insurance agents of the 
county. 
It will enable them to learn what 


companies their competitors represent and 
how much business each has done during 
tho yenr just past. 


Nest Saturday ig sot apart as the day 


when tho townships may be heard on the 
equalization of the farm land. 
Notices 


were sent out to ton of tho prominent tax- 
payers in each township and those will rep- 
resent their townships on the day set apart 
for them to be hoard. From the talk of sev- 
eral propeity owners In the townships the 
members of the board do not lelieve that a' 
big kick will be made on tho equalization. 
Property owners whose opinions have been 
asked in the matter siy they believe the 
equalization is about 03 fair a one as could 
have been made. Considering the fact that 
the state board will likely reduce the assess- 
ment from 15 to 25 per cent as they ba\e 
done in the past three years they believe 
that few complaints will be heard. As relat- 
ing to the assessment of one township in 
comparison with the others In the county 
some of tho leading land owners of the 
county have expressed theinseUes as being 
thoroughly satisfied. 
They fay that the 


members of the board have made a careful 
study of the conditions and values and they 
are willing to let the decision of the board 
remain as it is at the pre-ent time. 


The rote of taxation for tho city of De- 


catur as will be shown by the equalization 
of the board of review will be about 7.16 
per cent, for the township outside the city 
the rate will be about 4.9 per cent. The rate 
for the outside townships will range from 
2.75 to 4.5 per cent. It Is estimated that the 
rate after the equalization by the state 
board Is made, will be slightly under 6 per 
•ent for the city and a corresponding re- 
duction for the townships.

ITALY'S KAIDBV POET.

This girl, hardly out of her twos, 
unknown, humble, virtuous, the mis- 
tress of a school at one of We far north- 
ern Italian Tillages, which even the 
wheels of a tram had not yet reached, 
without any editorial flourish of trum- 
pets, without powerful 
patronage, 


without benevolent and Interested 
friends, with only a bundle of leave* 
sewn together in a white volume, hat 
succeeded in gaining a literary triumph, 
not in her own country alone, but in 
the greatest part of Europe. In every 
corner of Italy, indeed, voices are raised 
In wonder and praise at the supreme 
power of the poems—their strength and 
beauty—that Gave had their birth in the 
heart and brain of the schoolmistrest 
of Motta-Viscontl. Here in this small 
market town, on the edge of theTiclno 
are extensive woods, known to the 
hunters from Milan, to which Ada 
Negri reaorted to hear the message 
of the wind as it sighed and sang 
through the branches of the trees. The 
poems in which che has interpreted na- 
ture in its ever-changing aspects at 
glory and gloom, in which she has gives 
a tongue to the woes sod sorrows which 
are the portion of man, to ttie oppres- 
sion of the rich, to the hard lot of the 
poor, and those in which she has spok- 
en of the beauty and tenderness of tru< 
love, have called forth the most entlm- 
elastic praises from the most distin- 
guished critics. In England her wort 
may not be widely know n except among 
literary men and I am not aware thai 
her poems have ever been translated— 
either her first volume, "Fatalito," ok 
her more recent, called "Tempeste," 
4,000 copies of which were called for 
before the twelve-month had expired. 


Ada Negri is the daughter of a pool 


laborer, one who has worked in the 
mines, and her mother was a weaver ol 
wool, who, though of ten. weary and al- 
ways feeble, worked Incessantly in a 
manufactory, 
bearing 
up bravely 


against circumstances, because she wai 
working for her daughter, who wished 
to study. The poor toiler in the wool 
factory, guided simply by maternal in- 
stinct and by the judgment of the mis- 
tress of the asylum where her littl« 
daughter was sent for *wo years, saw in 
her child a genius and a courage foi 
above the common. She gave her t6e 
opportunity of studying in the normal 
school of Lodl, while she wore out hei 
own existence in the wool factory to se- 
cure for Ada a happy future. The lov- 
ing mother remained at her daily toil 
with this object, alternating her ardu- 
ous work with enforced rest in the 
wards of the hospital, where she was at 
one time laid up for 12 months among 
those who were received, in its Walls be- 
cause threatened with consumption. 
In a few lines in her poem "Madr« 
Operalo" Ada Negri sings of the sub- 
lime sacrifice of her unhappy mothei 
who purchased with hunger, with cold, 
with life itself, a noble destiny for bet 
child. Her daughter had the means o< 
studying, and the poor wool weaver 
took heart, though her limbs wer« 
weary and she was suffering from ill 
health. Her daughter studied and th« 
mother, worn out and exhausted, put 
Into her work, in the iihmensity of hei 
affection, some drops of blood and 
sweat that nourished her dream of for- 
tune and glory for her child, careless ol 
everything, content with anything, if 
only there should bo in the future o 
luminoubdestiny for Ada and her brown 
head yet covered with gold and laurel 
—Quiver.

Death." He remarked that it was nol 
the dangers of railway traveling noi 
the lew murders that occurred wbteb 
brought down the average longevity oi 
human life from 100 years to BO years, 
They must seek for more subtle mur 
derers than that. Every year 900.00C 
babies were born in Engjand and Wales 
If they took 1,000,000 children and saw 
what was likely to be the end of then 
they would find that 30,000 died a vio- 
lent death by accident, about the sanu 
number would succumb to the myste 
rious diseases which they knew now 
to be absolutely preventable, becaus* 
due to germs (tuberculosis in its man; 
forms), about 120,000 would die from 
Absolutely preventable causes, such ai 
smallpox, measles and scarlet fever, 
only 48,000 would be allowed to live oui 
their natural lives and nearly one ir 
20 might expect to die because the ma- 
chine was worn out. 
One-quarter of all the diseases whicl 


destroyed life were absolutely prevent 
able. If the practice of hygiene wen 
only on a level with its theory th« 
average longevity would be raised a 
once from SO to 65. The greater num 
her of diseases over which the individ 
ual had control were due to mistakei 
in eating and drinking. He divided 
diseases Into three classes end said they 
would never succeed in preventing then 
until they had the cooperation of th, 
public. Every citizen should have th 
same exact knowledge of the causes am 
properties of preventable diseases tha 
the medical officer himself had. Th 
infectious nature of consumption wai 
hardly realized 20 years ago. Abou 
one-third of the cows in the countrj 
were tuberculous and half the milk dis- 
tributed the bacillus of tuberculosis 
They could boil the milk and he wa 
no more afraid of boiled milk baciUu 
than he was of a well-cooked loin. Th 
only natural form of death was th 
gentle falling asleep when the body waa 
tired.— Philadelphia Inquirer.

She meets the difficult} 
thus: After a tube is finished except 
one end, which is left open, she flies of) 
oa a hunt for spiders. She finds a fat 
healthy one, pounces upon it, stings ft 
and furies oft and plaeea it in the Brad 


has placed as many spiders In the tube 
as, according to her judgment, will bf 
needed. She then lays aa egg in til 
cell and warls up the openlag. 


The remarkable thing about tht 


performance is the magic effect of ht 
iting. Whether it is the result of t 
subtle poison or whether it is a special 
spot in Uie spider's nervous system 
where the sting is inserted we do nol 
mow. Certain it is that after being 
;hus stung the spider lives on in a para 
yzed condition for weeks and even 
months. It can move only slightly auo 
remains helpless in ite mud sepulchei 
until the wasp egg hatches into s 
voracious grub, which at once falls tc 
and eats with great relish the meal 
:hus miraculously preserved'. 


\\rhether the wasp sting renders the 


spider insensible to pain or not is a 
question not yet settled. However, th« 
chances are in favor of the theory thai 
it does. Anyway, we need waste nc 
sympathy on the spider, the most blood 
thirsty of all the little people of th« 
fields and woods. There is £ sense oi 
retributive justice in the thought of 8 
spider helpless and at the mercy of a 
small insect which it would have merci- 
lessly devoured had it been able. 


So WB need not accuse our alert, in- 


dustrious cement-maker of any unrea- 
sonable cruelty if she. like us, insist* 
upon a meat diet for her younp, noi 
need we have any fear of her s'ting, for 
she seldom uses it as a' weapon of of- 
fense or defenses.—Chautauquan.

TEETH! 


The season of fruit pies to many 


households is a season of vexation 
caused by overflowing pies, whose 
juices, In spite of every known, precau- 
tion, refuse to remain in the crust. In 
thoee old-fashioned dnya when our 
prudent English ancestors baked their 
pies in deep crubtb, which they desig- 
nated by the uncanny 
name of 


"coffins," 
there was no opportu- 


nity for pies to 
overflow. 
The 


modern epicure, however, demands 
that fruit pies shall be shallow, 
and assert that 
thick pie is not 


a pie at all, but a "cobbler." There are 
several precautions to be observed In 
sealing up a pie which is made of fruit 
(f those are all attended to, the annoy- 
ance of having a pie overflow will be 
avoided. First, pile the fruit, whether 
berries or sliced apples or peaches, in 
a shghtly pyramidal form in the cen- 
ter, leaving a rim vacant next the bor- 
der or crust for the juice to run into. 
Seal the cover of the pie closely after 
slashing it well to allow the steam to 
escape. 
In the cose of an apple pie, 


which is one of the most difficult pies 
to bake without the juice overflowing, 
it should be baked in very deep tins 
twice as high as the pie. Sometimes a 
round hole is eut in the center of the 
pio and a funnel of stiff writing paper 
is fitted'into this hole. The juice of 
the pie in that case boils into this fun- 
nel. 
When it is baking and when the 


pio is done and it is remoicd from the 
oven it flows back into the pie. When 
the pie is cooled this paper funnel can 
be removed. No water should be add- 
ed to fruit or any liquid, except a table- 
spoonful of nice cider vinegar, \vhich 
is added to correct the excessive sweet- 
ness of huckleberries or raspberries.— 
N. Y. Tribune.

Other columns may state.Uiat 
nil fruits should be plucked before tfiey 
are very ripe, and on n clear, dry day 
However, they may omit to say that 
four or five common playing: marbles 
in boiling fruit juice, as they move 
about on the bottom of the sauce pan, 
nil! preclude the necessitj of constant 
stirring in order to prevent scorching. 
The housewife'e frock, when engaged in 
such duties, should be a skirt of print 
or some washable material, made quite 
short. Over it may be worn a sort of 
combined waist and apron, preferably 
of gingham. A shirt waist made rather 
scantier in front than usual is supple- 
mented by along apron of two breadths. 
One-half of it is sewed to the belt, the 
other laps over the left side, attached to 
a belt of its own. This apron saves the 
sleeve* of the ordinary waist worn with 
the usual bib apron, and is likewise 
cooler. It is only a moment's work to 
slip off this novel arrangement and don 
a cool, fresh shirt waist.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.
